The argument that Morrow discloses that the NAT 14 looks up a routing entry f for a path, and the routing entry f is used to determine a 
load sharing routine, such as round robin, weighted load, and the like, and t is clear that the packet received at NAT 14 does not include 
any information used to select a load sharing routine, and it is indisputable that the value f is not included in the packet received at NAT 14, 
much less a predetermined field of that packet, and thus Morrow's value f cannot possibly constitute load control information, is not 
persuasive. Although Morrow's value f is not included in the packet received at NAT 14, Morrow shows in paragraph [0022], lines 46-51, 
that the value f is determined from a route entry I, which is determined from looking up in a route table a destination address C of an 
incoming packet. This implicitly teaches that load control is determined from the destination address, and that Morrow effectively utilizes a 
destination address as a form of load control information, since the detection of a destination address can eventually lead to what kind of 
load sharing routing should be applied. 

Applicant submits that the examiner appears to be taking Official Notice in the Final Office Action by alleging that a shortcut constitutes load 
control information. Examiner respectfully disagrees. The examiner is utilizing a reasonably broad claim interpretation to map the 
disclosures of the combined references to the "load control" of claim 1. 
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
